the greatest battles of the 
Russo-German war—a battle 
which will probably play a 
decisive part in the struggle. 

Timoshenko is throwing into 
the struggle an ever-increasing 
number of tanks, some of them 
so huge that they are called 
land battleships. 

Behind them and with them 
are great concentrations of 
artillery. Above them in the 
skies roar the planes of the 
Red Air Force, incessantly 
bombing and machine-gunning 
the retreating Nazis. 

Russian troops, according to 
Stockholm messages reaching 
Vichy, were fighting yesterday 
on the outskirts of Kharkov. 
In their terrific drive they had 
pierced the Nazi defences to a 
depth of 37 miles, and had 
streamed across the Donetz 
River at fresh points on a 70- 
mile front between Bielgorod 
and Smiyev 

As the battle grew in inten- 
sity—the Germans admitted 
yesterday that the Timoshenko 
drive was the most powerful 
Russian offensive launched 
since the end of the winter— 
the fury of the clash of great 
tank formations lent emphasis 
to the vital issues at stake.

MARTINIQUE: VICHY PROTEST— 


“NO DECISION WITHOUT OUR CONSENT” 


Laval's “Warning” 
To Washington 


AVAL, the Vichy 


Premier, revealed yesterday that in a Note 


to Washington he had warned the United States that no 


decision could b 
without the consent o 


France, he said, would 
never abandon any of her 
sovereign rights. 

His Note said that Vichy was 
willing to negotiate through 
Admiral Robert, the French High 
Commissioner, and would give full 
guarantees for the immobilisation 
of French warships and merchant- 

men at Martinique “on condition 
that the latter are not to be used 
by the United States.” 


“SERIOUS BLOW ” 
“The present demands,” the! 
Note states, “strike a serious blow 
lat French sovereignty. Admiral 
Hoover (the U.S. representative) 
declared that if they were not 
accepted the American Govern- 
ment would no longer guarantee 
this sovereignty. 

“In refusing Admiral Robert 
the right to refer to the only 
French authorities from which 
he holds his powers, the U.S. 
Government is formulating de- 
mands which the French Gov- 
ernment is obliged to reject.” 
The Note adds, however, the 

French Government reasserts that 
it will never undertake respon- 
sibility for an act which might 
compromise our relations with the 
American people. 


| Laval indicated that the U.S 
Government was ready to leave 
French crews on the warships, 
which would remain French 
property.

GARDENING 


Grow Beans 
and Save Points 


It’s never too late to start garden- 
ing. If the ground is fit to dig, it is 
pearly always time to prepare it to 
grow some crop. The sooner you 
ft going, the more vegetables you 
will be able to grow to help you 
over the lean period from Christ- 
Mas to June. 

Baked beans in tins and dried 
beans are now on the ration — so 
why not grow your own and save 
peo: In the South and West of 

ngland haricot beans do well. In 
the Midlands and the North grow 
French beans like Masterpiece and 
Canadian Wonder instead. The 
tipe beans’ can be cooked like 
haricots. 

Sow your dwarf French beans or 
haricot beans now. Allow 24 feet 
between rows and sow them 
9 inches apart. Sow a few extra ip 


boxes, or at the ends of the row, 
to make up for losses. Runner 
Cut out this 


beans should be sown now in a 
double row, spacing the beans 9 
inches apart, and allowing 15 
inches between rows. In cold dis- 
tricts, where runner beans do not 
succeed, plant seedlings of summer 
cabbage to give you greens in early 
autumn. 

It is safe now to sow marrow 
seeds outdoors. Sow in groups of 
four or five, 6 inches apart, allow- 
ing about 2 feet between groups. 


REMINDERS 

If you haven't sown a row of 
spinach beer, do it now. Watch 
your potatoes for the next week or 
so, and draw a little soil over any 
shoots that are showing to avoid

“German pressure in this direc- 
tion must be expected. 

“ These possessions are subject to 
the orders of M. Laval, orders 
which cannot be considered as 
representing the will of France. 

“If certain conditions are ful- 
filled, the Government of the 
United States is ready to treat with 
the High Commissioner of the 
Antilles and Guiana as the supreme 
authority in these possessions, on 
behalf of France and under the 
French flag, but acting inde- 
pendently of Vichy.”—Reuter,

As town after town and vil- 
lage after village are occupied 
by the advancing Russians their 
booty grows, and the weight of 
their destructive power in- 
creases.

NAMELESS HERO 


Dived Blazing Plane 
On Ship 


IS plane set on fire as he was about to attack a 

German convoy off the Frisian Islands, an un- 

known RAF pilot drove straight into the deck of 
the nearest ship. The plane, loaded with bombs, blew 
up, and the ship is believed to have been destroyed. 


The crew of another Hudson 
plane saw this happen during 
devastating raids on Friday 
night on two enemy convoys. 

Three enemy ships were set 
ablaze and four more were 
probably hit. 

The attack was launched by the 
Canadian “ Demon” squadron and 
a squadron of the Royal Dutch 
Naval Air Service, but the name of 
the pilot who made the death dive 
will probably never be known. 

Fellow pilots believe that he may 
be a man “ who always saidthat if 
he were shot down he would try to 
crash on his target.” 

Our aircraft had to pass 
through a more than usually 
powerful barrage of flak from 
escort ships—an indication of the 
importance attached by the 
Nazis to the safety of the convoy. 
Nevertheless, our planes went

The attack was led by a Cana- 
dian flight-lieutenant, R. M. Chris- 
tie.
